2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-57 meet the criteria set out inPCT Article 33(2)-(3), because PASSOVA (U S. Patent 6,671,874) is a "P" reference, therefore 
the prior art does not teach nor fairly suggest a method for testing and verifying a requirements specification of a system comprising the 
use of a REQUIREMENTS ENGINEERING LANGUAGE (REL), simulating an execution of a scenario of the REL, and identifying 
logical faults in the requirements specification based upon the simulation, as claimed. 

Claims 1-57 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4) and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry. 
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
